Demos Assail Reagan's Revised Budget as Inhuman 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
—Gov. Ronald Reagan, exer­ 
cising veto power unprece­ 
dented in California history, 
drastically slashed a half bil­ 
lion dollars from the state 
budget Saturday and! then sig­ 
ned the record $6.78 billion 
spending plan. 
The cuts sunk most deeply 
I nt o state aid for 
local 
schools, higher education, em­ 
ploye and faculty salary in­ 
creases, MediCal and mental 
health. They 
ranged 
from 
services for handicapped chil­ 
dren to uniform allowances for 
highway patrolmen. 
The Republican governor, 


who had 
promised earlier 
maximum use of his blue pen­ 
cil veto to avoid new taxes, 
insisted 
the 
chopped-down 
version “ will provide all the 
essential services-’ and re­ 
quire no tax increase if the 
lawmakers reform welfare, 
Medi-Cal and adopt withhold­ 
ing of the income tax. 
Democrats, who have tal­ 
ked about taking Reagan to 
court to restore disputed pro­ 
visions, denounced the new 
budget as “ inhuman.” 
A county supervisor official 
warned it could further in­ 
crease local property taxes. 
An officer of the State Em­ 


ployes 
Association said he 
was “ fearful” of a wildcat 
strike. 
The new budget totaled $6,- 
789,850,027 compared with the 
$7,299,749,097 program 
sent 
him Friday by the Democrat­ 
ic controlled legislature. 
The state went two full 
days past the start of the new 
fiscal year without a budget 
but no crisis developed. 
In spite of the record cuts, 
the mammoth document still 
lurched potentially $450 mil­ 
lion out of balance. It already 
is short $203 million in reve­ 
nue. Another $245 million will 
be needed if Medi-Cal and 


welfare spending is not cur­ 
tailed by reforms. 
The legislature’s budget— 
which would have required 
new taxes — totaled $561 mil-

lion more than what Reagan 
requested. As finally signed 
by Reagan with a giant blue 
pen he called “ most appro­ 
priate,” the document still 
was $51 million more than he 
sought in February. 


To no one’s surprise, Rea­ 
gan struck $117 million for 
salary increases of 5 per cent 
for civil servants and 10 per 
cent for college and universe 
ity faculty members. The in­ 
structors received no pay in­ 
crease last year either. 
“ I hope they will unders­ 
tand that a salary increase 
would have required new and 
additional taxes on our citi­ 
zens who are already hard-hit 
by unemployment and 
re­ 
duced earnings,” Reagan told 
newsmen. 
The biggest single reduction 
was $137.7 million for Medi- 
Cal, the state’s health care 


program for the needy. This 
was followed by the state col­ 
leges at $27.9 million and the 
University of California at 
$24.9 milion, including $977,- 
000 for UC medical education. 
The reductions in state coF 
lege funds include i $11.1 mil­ 
lion for faculty positions and 
$6.8 million for construction. 
The universiity i uts included 
$13.2 million for building. 
The governor is prohibited 
from making additions to the 
budget. 
In some places, he did re- 
m o v e restrictive 
“ control 
language” which would have 
had the effect of preventing 


him 
from 
vetoing 
certain 
items. 
“ This limitation is an In­ 
fringement upon 
my 
con­ 
stitutional authority as a vio­ 
lation of the separation of po­ 
wers,” he said. “ It also des­ 
troys my constitutional right 
to reduce or eliminate an 
item of appropriation.” 
He said he did so on advice 
of his lawyers and reported 
that Republican Frank Mer- 
riam, governor from 1935-39, 
also vetoed such controls. 
Some Democrats believed it 
would be illegal for Reagan to 
strike the language and have 
discussed testing it in court.

Booked on murder charges 
were Raymond Earl Bowens, 
21, and Willie Fred Hollis, 17, 
both of the Farringdon Street 
address.

Both men refused to tell po­ 
lice what had taken place. 
Another resident, Virginia 
Odess Hollis, 18, said she was 
asleep in another bedroom 
when she woke for an un­ 
known reason, went into the 
hallway and saw Whitfield ly­ 
ing on the floor. Hollis was 
standing nearby and Bowens 
was attempting to summon 
help on a telephone, she said. 
A fourth resident of the 
house, Beverly Jean O’Gelvie 
24, said she was also asleep 
at the time of the incident. 
She said only that she had 
been awakened by Bowens 
and told there had been an 
accident. 
Taliaferrio H. Graber, 34, of 
2775 Farringdon St., told po­ 
lice that he was awakened by 
the two suspects, Miss Hollis 
and 
Mrs. 
O’Gelvie, 
who 
pounded on his door and kept 
shouting that “Tony had been 
hurt” and “ there’s been an 
accident.” 
Graber said he went to the 
hou s e 
with 
Hollis, 
saw 
Whitfield on the floor and 
then called police. 
Officers said that when they 
arrived at the Graber resi­ 
dence, 
Bowens 
was 
in 
a 
hysterical condition and kept 
yelling that “ he didn’t mean 
to do it,” that “ it was an ac­ 
cident.” 
Mrs. O’Gelvie said that she 
was a friend of Whitfield's 
mother and that the Los Ang­ 
eles youth 
had 
frequently 
stayed at home while visiting 
her son.

LORAIN, Ohio (UPI)-The 
leaders of North Vietnam had

and Laos, according to indust­ 
rialist Cyrus S. Eaton. 
In a copyrighted interview' 
with the Sunday Lorain Jour­ 
nal, Eaton, 87, said Commu­ 
nist leaders in H a n o i and 
Moscow, had no surprises in 
r e a d i n g accounts of the 
recently published secret Pen­ 
tagon documents. 
Eaton, a longtime advocate 
of better relations with the 
Communist nations, said the 
North Vietnamese had 
the 
“ most complete” information 
on secret United States plans, 


within hours of their formula­ 
tion. 
Moreover, 
the 
Cle\ eland 
business leader said he was 
told during a visit to Hanoi in 
December of 1969 of the com­ 
munists’ superior intell gence 
information, but was rebuffed 
when he told U.S. officials 
about it. 
The Journal reached Eaton 
for 
a 
telephone 
interview 
from his Nova Scotia farm. 
Eaton visited Hanoi for 10 
days in 1969 as a guest of the 
N o r t h Vietnamese govern­ 
ment. He said he was told in 
visits with 
Premier Pham 
Van Dong and head of state 
Ton Doc Thang that the U.S. 
was planning to invade Cam­ 
bodia, then Laos.

For the first time in memo­ 
ry, his 86-year-old wife, Bess 
Wallace Truman, was not as 
his side as he watched the pa­ 
rade.

Kansas City June 21 for what 
her doctor described as a 
‘ ‘ r o u t i n e physical exam­ 
ination.” Her doctor, Wallac e 
Graham, has declined to rev­ 
eal either the* nature of the 
tests or the outcome of those 
completed thus far. 


Mrs. Truman has been listed 
in “ good” condition through­ 
out her stay. 
Before going to the hospital 
Saturday to visit his wife, 
Truman insisted on watching 
the parade. Friends said he 
sees the parade as an impor­ 
tant symbol just as he does 
voting in person.

SAIGON (UPI)—South Viet­ 
nam’s president Nguyen Van 
Thieu said Saturday he would 
discuss new Communist peace 
proposals with- White House 
adviser Henry Kissinger, who 
arrived earlier in the day. 
Kissinger, 
President 
Ni­ 
xon’s adviser on foreign af­ 
fairs, will spend three days 
conferring with American and 
South Vietnamese officials. 
Vietnamese Communist ne­ 
gotiators at the Paris peace 
talks Thursday offered the re­ 
lease of all American priso­ 
ners of war providing U.S. 
troop withdrawals were made 
at the same time and com­ 
pleted before the end of this 
year. 
Thieu’s remarks concerning 
the Communist proposal were 
fur more guarded than those 
of his potential rival in the 
October presidential election, 
Vice President Nguyen Cao 
Ky, who said later in the day 
he saw no obstacle to a total 
U.S. troop withdrawal by the 
end of 1971. 
In neighboring Cambodia, 
however, Deputy Premier Si- 
rik Matak said he hoped U.S. 
air support in the Indochina 
war would be around for a 
long time to come. 
Thieu made his first direct 
statement on the new Com­ 
munist proposals at a cere­ 
mony in Cholon, Saigon’s Chi­ 
nese quarter. 
He echoed a Foreign Min­ 
istry statement issued Friday 
by saying, “ Even though at 
first consideration of their 
new proposals 
we see no 


change in the principle, we 
are studying them carefully 
and will give them an official 
answer at the Paris negotiat­ 
ing table.” 
But when a newsman asked 
him about the possibility of 
complete U.S. withdrawal by 
the end of the year, Thieu 
said that was “ one of the 
many problems” he intended 
to take up with Kissinger: 
“ That is a problem we have 
to discuss together. We al­ 
ways work together.” 


of 1970, the Cambodian inva­ 
sion began.

The North Vietnamese have 
“ patriotic, reliable and re­ 
sourceful spies” everywhere, 
Eaton said. He said during 
his 1969 visit he met Hoang 
Pung, head of the

ation. He said Pung told him 
the contents of secret cables, 
documents, policies and meet­ 
ings that took place in the 
U.S. Embassy, Saigon govern­ 
ment chambers and at U.S. 
military posts.

Hanoi,” Eaton said. “ But I 
have been in touch with them 
(communist 
leaders)

stantly ever since directly,

Eaton said the Hanoi gov­ 
ernment knew that the U.S. 
planned to bomb North Viet­ 
nam 
before 
it 
happened; 
knew that the U.S. had dis­ 
cussed contingency plans to 
use nuclear weapons in Viet­ 
nam if the Red Chinese en­ 
tered the war; and that for­ 
mer 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson planned to escalate 
the war even though he was 
publicly saying he would not 
send American boys to die in 
Vietnam.

North Vietnamese were also 
fully aware of the role U.S.

BUENOS AIRES (UPI)—A 
Braniff International airliner, 
flown from Texas to Buenos 
Aires in history's longest hi­ 
jacking, took on fuel, steaks, 
champagna and cake Satur­ 
day in preparation for a flighr 
to Algeria. 
Federal 
police 
with submachine guns 
sur­ 
rounded it but made no move 
to board it. 
Aboard the Boeing 707 were 
the hijackers, identified asi a 
U.S. Navy veteran and his 
Guatemalan girl friend, and 
six crew members. The plane 
had already stopped in Mon­ 
terrey, Mexico, Lima, Peru, 
and Rio de Janeiro before 
landing in Buenos Aires. 
The pilot of the plane, Capt. 
A1 Schroeder of Miami, told 
the control tower “ Please, 
these people must quit this” 
as the police surrounded the 
plane at Buenos Aires, and 
the police backed off at the 
direction of Argentine Presi­ 
dent Alejanddo Lanusse. 
Lanusse 
said 
the 
plane 
w o u l d be a l l o w e d to 
leave.Federal 
Police 
Chief 
Gen. Caceres Mona* quoted 
the hijackers as saying “ If 
you dont let us refuel and 
continue the flight we will kill 
one of the women,” an appar­ 
ent reference to the two ste­ 
wardesses aboard. 
Braniff Vice President Har­ 
ry Marple spoke to the plane 
by radio from the tower, tel­ 
ling the hijackers and crew to 
please be calm.” 
“ The chief of the federal 
police told me that the police 
w i l l 
withdraw,” 
Marple 
said.“ Nothing will happen to 
you or the crew” . 
Tha hijackers diverted the 


plane over San Antonio on a 
flight from Acapulco, Mexico, 
to New York Friday by threa­ 
tening to shoot a stewardess 
and forced it to fly to Monter­ 
rey where they exchanged the 
100 
passengers for $100,000 
from the airline. 
A volunteer flight crew re­ 
lieved the regular crew at 
Lima. 
At Rio, Brazilian air force 
soldiers tried to intercept the 
plane on the ground by block­ 
ing the runways with fire eng­ 
ines, but it turned around and 
made a quick takeoff in the 
other direction. 
By the timn it landed at 
Ezeiza International Airport 
Saturday afternoon, the plane 
had traveled about 7,500 miles 
and had eclipsed the distance 
record established Oct. 1-2, 
1969. by Marine Lance Cpl. 
Raphael Mimchiello who hi­ 
jacked a Trans World Airlines 
Boeing 707 from California to 
Rome, a distance of 6,900 
miles. Mimchiello was sent to 
prison in Italy but has since 
been released. 


The Federal Aviation Agen­ 
cy (FAA) identified the hija­ 
ckers of the Braniff plane as 
Robert Lee Jackson, a Navy 
senior petty officer who won 
four good conduct medals be­ 
fore getting into trouble with 
the authorities, and 
Ligia 
Sanchez Archila. a Guatema­ 
lan. 
Braniff officials said the 
plane was stocked with cham­ 
pagne, two bottles of cold 
beer, steaks and cake at the 
hijackers’ request 
while it 
w as 
refueling 
at 
Buenos 
Aires. 


Legal Suicide? 
Court OKs Right To Die

MIAMI (UPI)—Mrs. Car­ 
men Martinez, 72, who Friday 
was given court permission to 
live —or die —without pain, 
died peacefully Saturday af­ 
ternoon with her family and 
physician at her bedside. 
A 
spokesman 
at 
Palm 
Springs General Hospital in 
Hialeah, Fla., said she ex­ 
pired at 1:20 p.m. and her 
body was taken to Carl Slade 
Funeral Home, Friday, Judge 
David Popper of Miami said 
Mrs. Martinez had the right 
to live or die with dignity. He 
said doctors should do all 
they can for her terminal he­ 
molytic 
anemia, 
but 
“ cut 


down” transfusions which re­ 
quire the opening of veins, 
and removal of her spleen 
— both which she feared 
—could 
not 
be 
performed 
without the permission of her 
daughters. 
Her family told the court 
Mrs. Martinez, “ begged” them 
for no more cut downs and 
no surgery, she lust wanted 
to die without further pain. 
When LJPl told Judge Pop­ 
per of Mrs. Martinez’ death, 
he said it would be "uneathic* 
al" to comment on the case 
which could still be appealed. 
“ But, 1 can say this: I hope 
she died irv peace.” 


Her doctor, Rolando Lopez 
had asked the hospital attor­ 


ney to bring a petition for 
surgery before the court, be­ 
cause he feared he and the 
hospital could be held liable 
under Florid;* law for assist­ 
ing Mrs. Martinez in com­ 
mitting suicide. 
The womans family told 
the court “ She doesn’t want 
to be tortured any more.” 
They said Dr. Lopez treated 
Mrs. Martinez with the ut­ 
most understanding and com­ 
passion, 
and was “ like 
a 
brother” to the Cuban refugee 
family.

Ex-Pentagon Chief Tells Of JFK-CiA 


LONDON (U PI)—A former 
Pentagon laison officer with 
the Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy 
(CIA) 
said 
that 
Presi­ 
dent Kennedy engendered the 
hate of the CIA by trying to 
curb the agency’s power. 
He also said he did not 
think Lee Harvey Oswald “by 
himself killed President Ken­ 
nedy’’ in Dallas, on Nov. 22, 
1963. 
L. Fletcher Prouty, a re­ 
tired U.S. Air Force colonel 
and the director of special 
operations for the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff in 1962 and 1963, said 
Kennedy issued two directives 
in 1961 to limit the CIA’s po­ 
wer but the documents never 


surfaced and were not imple­ 
mented. 
Prouty, interviewed by the 
British 
Broadcasting 
Corp. 
(BBC), said Kennedy issued 
two national security memo­ 
randums, in 1961 after the in­ 
vestigation 
of 
the 
ill-fated 
Bay of Pigs invasion. 
“ One of them he signed 
personally, explicitly stating 
that any operational activity 
of a clandestine nature would 
be either so sm all that CIA 
agents alone could operate it, 
or it would be referred to the 
J.C.S. (Joint Chiefs of Staff) 
“ ratiher than permitting the 
CIA to mount something as 
large as the Bay of 
Pigs 


again,’’ Prouty said. 
Prouty, now a Washington, 


D.C., 
banker, said he had 


handled the documents perso­ 


nally. 
“ F^r some strange reason, 
although 
they 
were 
issued 
and signed by the president, 
there was no implementation 
of them ,’’ he said. 
The BBC interviewer. Rob­ 
ert MacKenzie, asked Prouty 
whether he thought Kennedy 
“ had incurred the hatred of 
the CIA as a result of his at­ 
tempt to clip their powers.” 
“ I 
do,” 
replied 
Prouty. 
“ And I think there are other 
people who feel that there 


was a very very strong feel­ 


ing 
between 
Kennedy 
and 


perhaps Bobby Kennedy and 


the CIA and that this carried 
over from these documents, 


from his real discouragem ent 
with the CIA...” 
* * I 
think 
he 
(Kennedy) 
reacted strongly to the defeat 
at the Bay of Pigs and moved 
against the CIA to control 
them .” Prouty said. 
M a c K e n z i e then asked 
Prouty how the CIA “could 
have 
possibly 
gotten 
away 
with the violation of a docu­ 
ment signed by 
the presi­ 
dent?” 
Said Prouty: “ I think this 


is a lot of the explanation. 


There m ust have been some 
pretty

m eetings 
in 
there between June of ’61 be­ 


cause to my knowledge the 


documents were never 
ret­ 


racted.” 


“ Do you think the fate of 
President Kennedy could be 


in any way related to this,” 


asked MacKenzie. 
“ I’ve heard many people 
mention that, and it’s a possi­ 
bility,” 
Prouty 
answered. 
“ I’m not satisfied that the 
p r e s e n t 
explanation 
is 
right.” 
“ You mean the Oswald ex-

Prouty also said ranking

— key men in our staff — ne­ 
ver appear in the documents, 
never appear in the meeting 
minutes, never appear in any 


of the planning conferences of 


this Vietnam buildup. 
“ I would say there’s no oth­ 


er positive effort, nothing so 


solid as this for proof that 


there basic m ilitary elements 
were not considered in this 
area,” he said. 
Prouty said that when for­ 
m er Defense Secretary Rob­

Today, he is spry and cares 
for himself, and a chat with 
Charlie spans history 
from 
slavery to shoot-outs and So­ 
cial Security. 
“ I 
rem em ber 
everything 
that ever happened to m e,” 
said the toothless slick-bald 


old man silling amid a clutter 
of yellow 
newspapers 
and 
headache remedy posters in a 
one 
room shack where 
he 
lives all alone. "A whole lotta 
things you read ain't true.” 
But it’s hard to sort the 
fact from fancy as Charlie 
ram bles on. 
Charlie lights a filter ciga­ 
rette, bags under his eyes 
hanging 
like 
garden 
ham ­ 
mocks, and his thoughts shift 
back to his boyhood days in 
Africa. 
It’s sweltering 
hot, 
but 
Charlie 
is 
wearing 
a 
black, vest, 
a 
dirty 
white 
shirt, and a Masonic pin on 
his string tie. 
“They fooled you on the 
boat,” he said. 
“They had 
trees on there like Christmas 
trees, with fritters (pancakes) 
and syrup, and

said,

they said. Then you went on 
down into the. hatch hole and 
that’s when the boat left,”

Agnew leaves Seoul today 
for Singapore on the next leg 
of his tour for a three-day 
visit.

Neither meeting was in the 
nature of business session. 
On Wednesday, dressed in a 
cutaway and top hat, Agnew 
went to Blue House—Korea’s

1921 Class Marks 
Author Ford s Murder Case Goes To Jury 50th Anniversary 


H U M B O L D T , T e n n . 
(U PI)— The m urder case of 
n o v e l i s t Jesse Hill Ford, 
charged 
with 
shooting 
to 
death a young Negro soldier 
in the driveway of his estate, 
was turned over to an all­ 
m ale, biracial jury Saturday, 
The prosecution asked the 
panel to return a second-de­ 
gree m urder verdict against 
Ford for the shooting, which 
the defense claim ed was an 
excusable accident. 
Lord adm itted the Nov. 16 
rille slaying of Pvt. George 
Henry Doaks, 21, but claimed 
he had not aimed the gun and 
th it the shot was 
intended 
only to frighten Doaks and 
get him to wait until police 
arrived. 


“ If you believe everything 
Mr. Jesse Hill Ford told you 
then h e’s guilty of second- 
degree m urder,” said special 
prosecutor L. L. Harrell. Har­ 
rell was hired by Doaks’ fam ­ 
ily to help the state prosecute 
the case. 
“ I do not believe the state 
has produced enough evidenc e 
to ask for a conviction on 
first degree m urder," Har rell 
said in his final argum ent, 
“ bcit if there ever was a case 
tried in this court of Gibson 
County of sec ond-degree m ur­ 
der, that’s what this is.” 
Second-degree m urder cur­ 
ries a penally of from 10 to 20 
years in prison. 
Defense attorney John Ki­ 
ser 
argued 
that 
testimony 


m ade clear Ford had not in­ 
tended to kill anyone. He ur­ 
ged the jury to consider more 
than the shooting itself, 
“ You will have to consider 
all the circum stances of the 
m an’s heart,” he said. 
Before 
turning 
the 
case 
over to the panel of 11 whites 
and one black, Circuit Court 
Judge Dick Jerm an said that 
w h i l e 
Ford adm itted 
the 
shooting, he had stated he be­ 
lieved he was merely defend­ 
ing his home and family. 
The judge said 
the 
jury 
would have to deride whether 
F o rd \ sense of danger to his 
family was “real or believed 
real,” 
The 42-year old author said 
he and lus family had been 


the 
target 
of 
threatening 
phone calls and came in for 
other harassm ent while the 
movie version of his best sel­ 
ling novel, “The Liberation of 
Lord Byron Jones,” was play­ 
ing in Humbolt, a west Ten­ 
nessee town of 10,000. 
The novel deals with bigo­ 
try in the South, and local 
Negroes found parts of it ob­ 
jectionable.

Doaks 
the 
night he was shot was his 
second cousin, 16-year-old Al- 
lie V. Andrews and a four- 
year-old girl with whom Miss 
Andrews was babysitting. 
M i s s 
Andrews was the 
stale's star wiiness. She testi­ 
fied she and Doaks were re­ 
turning home from a dairy 


bar and pulled into 
Ford’s 
driveway about 10 p.m. when 
they became lost. 
Two other witnesses,

county medical exam iner and 
the coroner, testified Doaks’ 
body was nude from the waist 
down when they first saw it, 
but Miss Andrews denied that 
she knew at the time that 
D o a k s had 
partially dis­ 
robed. 
She said that Doaks, for a 
reason she could not explain, 
had turned off the lights of 
the car and cut the motor 
when 
they

ONTARIO 
-T h e time has 
come to slop treating its sen­ 
ior citizens like some types of 
social and economic castoffs 
and recognize that the elderly 
population of this country is 
probably the most valuable un­ 
tapped natural resource, said 
County 
Supervisor 
R u b e n 
Ayala. 
"We 
have 
all 
heard 
of 
Black Power, Brown Power, 
student power and Chicano 
Power, and 1 have always 
advocated what I call know­ 
ledge power. But 1 believe the 
latest political pressure group 
to appear on the American 
scene is composed of senior 
citizens, and 1 believe we are 
beginning to feel the impact 
and see the results of Senior 
Power,” ne added. 
Ayala was speaker at the 
Las Amigos Fellowship instal­ 
lation 
program 
here. 
The 
Rev. William Binford was in­ 
stalled 
as 
president, 
Mrs. 
Frank Martinez, vice presi­ 
dent; Mrs. Alberto Gandara, 
secretary; Mrs. Mary Brad­ 
shaw, treasurer; and Olin Ha- 
begger, 
program 
chairman. 
The fellowship is a senior citi­ 
zens group. 
Ayala, who noted that more 
than 
4,000 
Americans 
cele­ 
brate their 65th birthday each 
day, said there are now 20 
million senior citizens in this 
country. 
"The 
growing 
impact 
of 
this senior power is being felt 
in every aspect of our daily 
lives—in 
the 
market 
place 
where they spend in excess of 
$60 billion each year and in 
financial 
institutions 
where 
they have more than half the 
savings accounts.” 
Ayala said more important, 
h o w e v e r , is the political 
muscle these people are dem­ 
onstrating. 
Legislators 
are 
waking up to the fact that 
while senior citizens make up 


10 per cent of the poulation, 
they account for 16 per cent 
of the voter registration and 
vote more heavily than any 
other age group. 
He cited several instances 
where 
senior 
citizens 
have 
had a significant part in prop- 
o s e d 
legislation, 
including 
G o v . 
Nelson 
Rockefeller’s 
proposed cuts in programs for 
the aged and Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s 
efforts 
to 
reduce 
Medi-Cal. 
"There is finally a legisla­ 
tive awareness of senior citi- 
z e n 
needs—an 
awareness 
created both politically at the 
polls and through the positive 
efforts 
of 
older 
Americans 
working to solve their prob­ 
lems.” 
Avala said it troubles him 
to think as the nation reaches 
its 35th anniversary of Social 
Security it has not yet solved 
retirement income problems 
which severely damage the 
economic status, morale and 
health of millions of Ameri­ 
cans who have spent probably 
50 years of their lives con­ 
tributing to the economy of 
this country. 
He noted that Social Secur­ 
ity benefits are greater than 
ever, but added this source of 
income covers only about one- 
third of the average senior 
citizens’ expenses. 
"Briefly, a fourth of the 
senior citizens in this country 
have serious problems with 
the cost 
of food, 
clothing, 
medicine, utilities, rent and 
property tax. 
"And with this situation as 
it is, I wonder if we have 
done our senior citizens any 
favor by establishing 
man­ 
datory retirement. Aging of 
the human being is relative,” 
he said. "In a society wedded 
to arbitrary retirement dates, 
unnecessary oblivion is thrust 
u p o n countless 
individuals 


who still possess creative po­ 
wers.” 
Ayala 
said 
there 
is 
too 
m u c h 
importance 
being 
placed on youth today, and 
this importance is based on 
three theories which are es­ 
sentially incorrect. 
"The first is that youth is 
more productive and there­ 
fore, 
more 
economical 
to 
hire. This is probably ture if 
we are considering the oper­ 
ation of a jaekhammer. But 
beyond that, every situation 
should be judged individually, 
not forgetting the value of an 
older person’s years of expe­ 
rience. 
“ Second is the belief that 
older people are more expen­ 
sive to have on the payroll in 
t e r m s of fringe benefits. 
Again, true to a degree, but 
on an average only five cents 
per hour more and I would 
certainly think the knowledge 
and insight that comes with 
age would be worth many 
times that to most employers. 
"Lastly is the theory that 
older people are more prone 
to absenteeism, but studies 
have shown that exactly the 
opposite is true.” 
Ayala said with all factors 
considered, he sees no reason 
for the employment door to 
begin closing when a man or 
woman reaches 40. 
The county supervisor said 
work in which senior citizens 
c a n 
become 
involved 
in­ 
cludes: 
Seek 
an 
adequate 
retire­ 
ment income in line with the 
current cost of living; seek 
m e d i c a l coverage to ac­ 
commodate the best possible 
physical and mental health 
standards science can make 
available;

Robert L. Chass, county air 
pollution control officer, said 
that the APCD has been de­ 
luged with complaints about 
odors in the past year, par­ 
ticularly from residents in the 
southern part of the county. 
The first odor prevention 
statute in the form of a nui­ 
sance prohibition was passed 
by the PACD when it was for­ 
med in 1947. Supervisors have 
added to and expanded the 
original rules governing pre­ 
vention of air pollution.

winery in March, 1970, from 
two vintners who had started 
the 
venture 
in 
1966. 
The 
champagne produced was la­ 
beled an “ American” c’.am- 
pagne because a large quant­ 
ity of California-grown grapes 
was added to the Illinois 
grapes. 
Federal laws require that 
at least 75 per cent of the 
grapes used in making a 
champagne be g wn in the 
Eoation specified on the la- 
Thompson 
presently 
also 
relies on a volume of Califor­ 
nia grapes but hopes to pro­ 
duce a small quantity of an 
Illinois champagne by Decem­ 
ber. It will be called “ Pere 
Marquette,” after the 
17th 
Century Jesuit priest who ex­ 
plored much of the Midwest. 
When he went to apply for 
a license, Thompson found 
t hat licensed wine-making 
was a bit of a novelty in Il­ 
linois. The state had no regu­ 
lar forms for “ wineries” so 
he completed an aviat'cn li­ 
cense form that had been 
marked with the proper cor­ 
rections. 
Thompson said Illinois has 
only one other licensed vine­ 
yard and winery —located in 
the old 
Mormon 
town of 
Nauvco. 
But 
production 
is 
limited to nonsparkling wine, 
he added. 
Thompson 
said 
he 
sub­ 
scribes to the theory that soil 
is less important to grape fla­ 
vor than the “ microclimate” 
—the temperature conditions 
unique to an area as small as 
a farm site. So he installed a 
miniature 
weather 
station, 
housed in a white wooden box 
at one corner of the vineyard. 
He said it has recorded a 
climate very similar to the 
vineyards in the Champagne 
district of France, with short, 
cool growing seasons.

The recipe is bler:!ed, sugar 
and yeast are added and the 
mixture is bottled for a sec­ 
ondary fermentation in which 
the cl rmpagne bubbles are 
born. 
The bottles are racked up­ 
side down and twisted and 
turned every few days until 
all the sediment settles in the 
neck. This is removed by 
freezing the top inch of the

Thcmoson adds the final 
touch of ten *sr loving care by 
sealing his bottles with cork>.

I see you h ave gone to b a t for TV w a tch e rs. Now, how about 
the radio listeners? If you h av e listened lately you will know 
th at o u r p ro g ram s a re tapes. S a tu rd ay p ro g ra m s h a v e been 
tap ed for quite a while and now all th e dee-jays a r e being 
dropped in favor of taped m usic. 
Most co m m e rc ials a re tap ed as this m ak e s for perfection 
and sa v e s w e ar and tea r on our d ee-jay s’ th ro ats. I c an un­ 
d erstan d this, but not the tap ed m usic p ro g ra m s w ithout dee- 
jays. It has taken aw ay the close fee'ing that dee-jays project 
to listeners over the airw aves, and in so doing, sell their s ta ­ 
tion to the listeners. 


1 know the dee-jays like to h av e th eir S a tu rd ay s off, and 
don’t b lam e them at all for th at, but people h av e to be th ere 
to ru n the tapes and m achines, right? So let them talk, too. 
We a r e encouraged to tell a d v ertis ers w e h eard their ads on 
the bro ad castin g station. Dues this also m ean th at w e can 
com plain to them about these d a rn tap e s? If so, I for one, will 
do so. 


The m a n a g e m e n t of the stations h av e seen fit to rep lace o u r 
dee-jays with m achines, but w e listeners a r e not m ach in es and 
do visit the sponsoring m erc h an ts. O therw ise th ere would be 
no rad io station, right? 
L etters to the ra d io stations’ m a n a g e m e n t h ave done no 
good. But if w e listeners don’t speak up, all the p ro g ra m s will 
be tap e d .—M rs. R.L., P om ona 


Action line can c o m m ise rate with you. but can o ffer no en­ 
co u rag em en t.

EDITORIALS 
A Day to Reaffirm 
Pursuit of Liberty 


It was 195 years ago that liberty was first pro­ 
claimed “throughout all the land and unto all the 
inhabitants thereof.” 
The proclaiming of a free and independent United 
States was one thing; the attaining of it was quite 
another matter. 
Less than two months after the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence in Philadelphia, the 
War of Independence began in earnest. 
The largest overseas invasion force Great Britain 
had ever mounted struck at Washington’s army on 
Long Island in the first large-scale, set-piece con­ 
frontation of the war. 
That battle and the subsequent British invasion of 
Manhattan Island were two American disasters. For 
Washington and his perpetually undermanned, un­ 
dertrained, underequipped and underfed army there 
began five long years of retreat and hit-and-run 
strategy which ultimately brought victory. 
The last set-piece confrontation of the war at \or- 
ktown in October, 1781, was a British disaster. Inde­ 
pendence was won. 
It was to be another eight years, however, until 
1789, before the form of the newly independent 
United States was established with the adoption of 
the Constitution and the election of the first presi­ 
dent and first Congress. Now at last men could say 
the Revolution was complete. 
But it was iust not political independence that had 
bee proclaimed in 1776, it was liberty. Just as inde­ 
pendence from Britain was unfinished business on 
July 4, 1776, this matter of liberty is unfinished busi­ 
ness on July 4, 1971. 
/ 
Life, liberty, the pursuit of happiness — these are 
heady ideas.^Such things are not guaranteed by the 
winning of a war or the writing of a constitution. 
They are not realized once and for all time. Each 
succeeding generation has its own definition of what 
they mean, and each generation must do its own 
winning of them anew. 
That is why July 4th is so much more than the 
- : official birthday of the United States of America. 
The Declaration of Independence is more than just 
a national birth certificate. It is a promise the ot ig- 
inal patriots made to themselves and their posterity. 
That promise comes up for reassessment and re­ 
newal todav, as it has on every' July 4th tor the past 
194 years, and as it will on every July 4th to come. 


Given the First Amendment 
to the Constitution and the po­ 
wer of the freedom of the 
press it underwrities, the out­ 
come of the case against the 
newspapers for publication of 
the Pentagon Papers was a 
foregone conclusion. The ulti­ 
m ate futility in the Admin­ 
istration’s search-and-to-keep- 
secret mission was reached 
when 
a 
freshm en 
senator 
from Alaska, Mike Gravel, tos­ 
sed in a large part of the 
Pentagon Papers which were 
then available for priviledge 
publication. 
The m ystery is how Attor­ 
ney General John N. Mitchell 
ever thought he could suc­ 
ceed. In his private practice 
Mitchell was concerned 
al­ 
most entirely with municipal 
bond issues. His knowledge of 
the Constitution and the po­ 
wer of freedom of the press is 
fragm entary at best. Other­ 
wise, he could never have 
brought an action which was, 
in effect, a demand for pre­ 
censorship of a record 
of 
events long past, and which 
was rejected by the Supreme 
Court by a 6-to-3 decision. 
How extraordinary it is that 
with troubles of every kind 
afflicting the nation so much 
attention should have been 
concentrated for three weeks 
on a contest bound to end as 
it now has. Unemployment, 
inflation, 
drug 
addiction, 
crim e—all have been super­ 
seded in whole or in part by 
pages of legal opinions and 
court argum ents. The Admin- 
sistration 
m arshalled 
bat­ 
teries of 
investigators 
and 
lawyers to devote their time 
to the case. 
This is not to say the issue 
was unimportant. The right of 
the press to print without gov­ 
ernm ent censorship is of the 
first priority in a democracy. 
But, 
since 
the 
documents 
were history, containing noth­ 
ing about plans or deploy­ 
ment of weapons, the issue 
was academic before Mitchell 
brought it. 
The consequence was one of 
those wounds that we seem so 
often to inflict on ourselves: 
the 
Administration 
against 
the 
press, 
people 
against 
people, hints of treason, the 
finger of suspicion pointed at 
those who gave out the “ se­ 
crets.” Without the attem pt to 
Now that we are becoming adjusted to the now suppress publication it would 
costs of the new postal service, it is interesting to have been a nine-days won- 
consider some of the more unusual “Newness’’ der. How many would have 
read columns upon columns 
of what X and Y and Z be­ 
lieved should be done to save 
Vietnam in 1964 or ‘65 is high­ 
ly debatable. 
A self-inflicted wound, not 
unlike tho one just endured, 
resulted from another set of 
secret documents. When the 
Republicans cam e into power 
in 1953 after wandering for 20 
years in the wilderness, they 
were determined to get their 
hands on the Y alta Papers. 
This secret record of the U.S.* 
British-Soviet conference - at 
Y alta 
in 
Febrauary, 
1945, 
would show the perfidy of 
Franklin Roosevelt and the 
Communists he had gathered 
around him. 
T h e Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration handled the m atter 
much more skillfully than the 
presm t Administration. They 
simply took the papers out; of 
the safe and banded them 
over to The New York Times 
on the condition that they be 
printed in full. They took up, 
if memory serves, nine pages 
of type, and that was that. 
But for the neo-isolationists 
and the Asia-Firsters in Con­ 
gress it was not the end of 
the m atter. They were deter­ 
mined to read into the Yalta 
agreem ents Roosevelt’s guilt 
in “ giving away” China. That 
China was not ours to give 
u n d e r any 
circum stances 
m attered 
not 
at 
all. 
The 
search was on for scapegoats.

Then there was former Secretary of the Inter­ 
ior, Udall. His words of wisdom to college graduates 
were: “Think small, stay small! ’ —- a brand new 
concept so far as The Great American Dieam is 
concerned. 
So they orated and wo sat and we listened, and in 
a few short hours those words of wisdom were for­ 
gotten and the world continued to rotate in the same 
old highly unintellectual way. — But it was hearten­ 
ing to note that in those two instances, at least, 
someone actually had the courage to rewrite the 
ancient graduation speech script. It was a welcome 
relief from: “To you we cast the torch! The hopes 
and fears of future years lie in your dedicated 
hands.”

Cut rent 
average cost of a 50-word mailgram is less than 
half that of a regular telegram. 
Nor rain nor snow nor lack of imagination, it 
seems, will stop these couriers from expanding their 
appointed rounds.

—Is highly fertile; production of twins is common 
and the birth of triplets is fairly frequent ? 
—May be adaptable to efficient grazing of Califor­ 
nia’s millions of acres of foothills and upland brush- 
land? 
—Has exciting potential as a “wild” game species 
because it is alert, curious and extremely spirited 
and can easily jump a six-foot fence? 
The answer is not the fabulous sehmoo but a n, 
exotic breed of sheep, the Barbados 1 >l&ck-Bellied 
Sheep. 
Looking like a cross between a goat and a llama, 
Barbados sheep were orginally introduced into 
Texas by ranchers for use as game. Now 23 of tho 
animals are being raised and studied for their eco­ 
nomic potential on ranches in California and on a 
University of California field station. 
In addition to its other unusual qualities, the Bar­ 
bados sheep grows hair instead of wool. Ironically, 
a wool-less sheep would be welcome because ol a 
depressed wool market. Lack ot wool would also be 
an asset because it would preclude having to sheai 
growing lambs for health reasons in aieas where 
weed stickers and burro are a problem.

Special se­ 
crets use to be designated 
“ Secret Landa” and “Top Se­ 
cret 
Trine” 
to 
emphasize 
their sensitivity. 
Urgent 
messages 
to 
the 
“ Pinnacle.” 
as 
Washington 
was 
secretly 
known, 
were 
marked “ Flash.” If an inter­ 
national incident might be im­ 
pending. a higher priority cal­ 
led “ Critic” was supposed to 
e n s u r e that 
a 
m essage 
reached the highest echelons. 
Intercepted enem y 
commu­ 
nications were identified as 
“gam m a controlled item s.” 


Security Revisions 


Some of these term s were 
changed after the capture of 
the spy ship Pueblo, an event 
that nicked the shadow gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The 
loss 
of 
the 
Pueblo's papers to the North 
Koreans forced 
the govern­ 
ment to revise its entire se­ 
curity procedures. The revi­ 
sions filled two huge volumes, 
which are now guarded with 
tender cars. 
Meanwhile, coded m essages 
flood 
into the White House, 
Pentagon. State Department, 
Central Intelligence Agency, 


National Security Agency and 
other centers of the shadow 
government from all over the 
world. 
The most urgent messages 
a r e 
given 
special 
handl­ 
ing. But the s h e e r volume 
makes it impossible for the 
top policymakers to read ev­ 
erything. The authors of the 
secret m essages and memos, 
therefore, use sensitive secur­ 
ity labels often for no other 
purpose than to catch the eye 
of tha bigwigs. 
Since our specialty is cover­ 
ing the backrooms of Washing­ 
ton, we have managed to ob­ 
tain special access to the se­ 
cret doings and secret docu­ 
m ents of the shadow govern­ 
ment. Most classified m ate­ 
rial that has fallen into our 
hands over the years should 
never have been kept secret 
from the public. 
We have also found that 
high officials use security la­ 
bels to hide their mistakes, 
cover up em barrassm ent and 
mislead the public.

Cripples Grounded 


Ralf Hotchkiss, a disabled 
engineer and w riter who gets 
around in a wheelchair, made 
a reservation in Washington 
not long agrti to fly to Mon­ 
treal for a television appear­ 
ance. 
He is an experienced trav­ 
eler who had used the na­ 
tions’ airlines tor years. He 
w a s 
astonished, 
therefore, 
when the Northeast Airlines 
ticket agent told him that, be­ 
cause he was crippled, he 
couldn’t fly without an “a t­ 
tendant.” 
Two young men booked on 
the sam e flight agreed to act 
as attendants. But a North­ 


east 
official 
huddled 
with 
them and talked them out of 
it. 
When other passengers vol­ 
unteered, the a i r l i n e re­ 
lented. 
Then 
it 
discovered 
that the new volunteers were 
going only to Boston. Hotch­ 
kiss, halfway up the boarding 
ramp on a loading chair, was 
kicked off the plane. 
His 
experience 
was 
not 
unique. The nation’s airlines 
have long had a policy, back­ 
ed by Civil Aeronautics Board 
regulations, that “ if you can’t 
walk, you can’t fly.” 
Bill Swenford, a CAB spo­ 
kesman, explained that the 
policy dated back to the days 
of com m ercial aircraft that 
could glide or float. Then, a 
disabled 
person 
might 
be 
unable to escape from a plane 
forced down upon water. 
Swenford 
said the policy 
seemed a little out of date in 
an era of jets which can nei­ 
ther glide nor float. Yet the 
airlines continue to enforce it, 
although not in a consistent 
manner. 
Harry Schweikert of the Pa­ 
ralyzed Veterans Association 
said he has “ files and files” 
of complaints from his mem­ 
bers about being refused air 
passage. Often, they were de­ 
nied seats by 
the sam e air­ 
lines that on other occasions, 
accepted them as passengers. 
Only United Airlines, he said, 
has never to his knowledge 
refused any of his m em bers a 
seat because of his disability. 
Complained 
Schweikert: 
“ We can! do anything. We can 
drive a car. We can drive a 
speedboat. We can keep a 
house. But because we can’t 
walk, they sometimes won’t 
let us fly.” 
We talked to Dick Jones, a 
spokesman for Northeast, who 
claimed that safety was the 
principal reason for his air­ 
line continue to have the “ no­ 
walk, no-fly” policy. 
Jones said N ortheast felt a 
c r i p p l e d passenger would 
have difficulty escaping after­ 
w ards if he survived a plane

put away long ago, for what 
reason I could not recall. 
But during this

erything in the world, and 
particularly here in the USA, 
seem s to be going wrong, 
r e a d i n g Ehrm ann’s words 
sort of puts things in better 
perspective and makes one 
feel better. I want to pass on 
those words to those who 
might perchance read this co­ 
lumn: 


“ Go placidly amid the noise 
and the haste, and rem em ber 
what peace there may be in 
silence. As far as possible, 
without surrender, be on good 
term s with all persons.

Neither be 
cynical about love, for in the 
face of all adversity and dis­ 
enchantment it is as peren­ 
nial as the grass. 
“ Take kindly the counsel of 
the years, gracefully surren­ 
dering the things of youth. 
Nurture strength of spirit to 
shield you in sudden misfor­ 
tune.

Many fears are born of fa­ 
tigue and loneliness. 
Right To Exist 
“ Beyond a wholesome dis­ 
cipline, be gentle with your­ 
self. You are a child of the 
universe no less than 
the 
trees and the stars. You have 
a right to be here. And whe­ 
ther or not it is clear to you, 
no doubt the universe is un­ 
folding as it should. 
“ Therefore, 
be 
at 
peace 
with God, and whatever your 
labors and aspirations in the 
noisy confusion of life, keep 
peace with your soul. 
“ It is still a beautiful world.” 
E hrm ann’s words to have a 
comforting quality. When one 
reflects on 
ihem he might 
find hinv elf thinking that in 
spite of all the fears, trepida­ 
tions 
and concerns of life, 
perhaps the 
univeme—after 
all—is unfolding as it should.

CHINO — Being a police of­ 
ficer is one of the most diffi­ 
cult jobs in today’s society, 
said Judge Ben Burrell of the 
Chino Justice Court. 
“ Anyone going into police 
work accepts one of the most 
difficult jobs we have,’’ he 
noted in a recent interview. 
“ A police officer has to have 
extreme patience, he has! to 
have skill, and he must be 
able to face hazardous and 
dangerous situations in a cool 
and calm manner.’’ 
An officer must also be able 
to take verbal abuse from 
people, he added, “ The offi­ 
cer must be above average in 
intelligence because he has to 
make decisions immediately. 


“ On arresting an individual, 
he must decide if he has suf­ 
ficient evidence for the arrest 
and has complied with all the 
decisions set down by the 
courts.” 
A defense attorney, district 
attorney and a judge can sit 
down at their leisure in their 
air conditioned offices and 
check] their law books to 
make sure the arrest was 
done properly or improperly, 
said Burrell.

Is Looking 


For Owners 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)— 
There is an estimated $25 bil­ 
lion treasure trove in this 
c o u n t r y waiting 
to 
be 
claimed. 
The estimate is that of Wil­ 
liam J. Linhart, 56, who is 
making a profitable career 
mining a mother Iodq of 
“ abandoned” 
wealth 
in 
a 
search for heirs unaware the 
money waits. 
“ When I was a private de­ 
tective,” 
Linhart 
said, 
“ I 
maybe had to work on one or 
two cases at a time and the 
practice was nasty. Now I’m 
trying; to find maybe 10,000 
persons and making them 
happy. It pays off. I generally 
find 10 per cent of those I’m 
hunting.” 
Searches Estates 
Linhart searches the estates 
of people who have died and 
left no wills, or estates where 
people have le ft w ills but the 
heirs can’t be located. He 
also searches the records of 
bank accounts of depositors 
who have disappeared, where 
corporate 
securities 
have 
piled up dividends of stockhol­ 
ders who can’t be found. 
“ Somebody — and not the 
state, banks, lawyers or poli­ 
ticians — actually is entitled 
to this money,” Linhart said. 
“ It’s my happy job td find 
what belongs to whom.” 
Linhart delves through old 
city directories, old telephone 
books, the dusty files in li­ 
braries which he calls “ the 
clues closet ” 
“ It is a! sad fact that the 
money is there, but the right 
persons may never have a 
chance to spend it — the 
chances are that you also 
may die without ever knowing 
you had money coming” he 
said. 
“ When the statute of limit­ 
ations runs out the state sim­ 
ply gets the money. Califor­ 
nia, I estimate, claimed more 
than $7 million in such funds 
last year. The same situation 
mu s t be 
true \n 
other 
states.” 
$47,000 for Women 
One case hd is working on 
now, Linhart said, is “a wom­ 
an in Chicago who has $47,000 
coming to her. I found this 
case in probate court records. 
Her brother died about three 
years ago and willed his sis­ 
ter the $47,000. It’s ready and 
waiting. All that I know: is 
that her maiden name was 
’’Azarov’ and that she once 
married a Chicago doctor. It 
is possible, of course, that she 
may be dead, but her heirs, 
then, are entitled to the mo­ 
ney.” 
Linhart has been a private 
detective for 26 years and is 
assisted by his son, James 
Edward, 22, as well as sever­ 
al other fulMime and part- 
time assistants. He works on 
a contingency basis, usually 
30 per cent of the “ find” but 
sometimes up to 50 per cent 
depending on the time and ef­ 
fort. But he asks for a con­ 
tract! in advance before he’U 
disclose the source of the 
funds. 
“ I contact those who have 
money coming,” he said, “ but 
I don’t tel! them wherq it is 
until a contract is signed. 
Hell, if I told them first a 
good many would go out and 
try to beat me out of my 
commission. They do, you 
know.” 
The telephone is Linhart’s 
most useful tool, and particu­ 
larly long distance operators, 
he said. He cited the case of 
a man who left a small for­ 
tune and once had been a 
grocer in California’s Tulare 
County. Linhart J called the 
numbers of grocery stores, 
checked with the sheriff and 
other authorities. No luck. He 
then asked the long distance 
operator If 
she knew* the 
country well. She did. He told 
her the name of the man he 
was seeking. 
“ Sure, I know him well,” 
I the operator said. “ He’s my 
brother’s best friend/* 
The man was located in 
Bakersfield and, incidentally, 
turned oul to be qj million- 
naire. But he took the bequest 
even though it was compara­ 
tively small. 
“ Everybody needs some 
money,” Linhart said.

Wo man Aided 
Many 
Now Anxious To Extend

“ We’ve 
got 
one 
kidney 
machine. Let’s try for a sec­ 
ond.” 
This exuberant, attitude tells 
the story of Mrs. Virginia 
Bostwick who has overcome 
serious, near-fatal illness but 
concerns herself more with 
the needs of others. 
Mrs. Bostwick’s drive is 
responsible for a new $3,500 
T r a v e n o 1 artificial kidney 
machine being installed at Ri- 
v e r s i d e General Hospital. 
Now she’s determined to se­ 
cure a second machine for 
the home use of a young 
mother who must leave her 
three small children with bab­ 
ysitters for the three-times- 
a-week treatments at the hos­ 
pital. 
The 
machines 
are 
pur­ 
chased through the collection 
of 600,000 Betty Crocker cou­ 
pons and the program expires 
Nov. 30. 
Mrs. Bostwick’s dedication 
to the project is easy to un­ 
derstand. Her life was saved 
by the use of the artificial 
kidney 
machine 
until 
she 
could have a transplanted 
kidney last year. 
“ After my mother died of 
kidney disease, a 
medical 
check-up showed that I, too, 
was afflicted with kidney dis­ 
ease. That was in 1955,” she 
reported. 
But it wasn’t until a little 
more than a year ago that 
her illness forced her to stop 
working. 
Virginia’s husband, Ervin, 
is a retired career Navy man 
who is now a postman. The 
family, natives of Iowa and 
residents of Ontario, also in­ 
cludes son Jim, 20, and Paul, 
18, at home and a daughter, 
Mrs. Gary Holt, who lives 
with her husband and three 
children in Chino. 
During the years her hus­ 
band was in the Navy, Vir­ 
ginia worked for the federal 
government, transferring with 
him when she could. 
“ I owned my own restau­ 
rant in Iowa when I was 20 
and also worked six years as 
a real estate salesman in my 
home state,” she added. 


When the family settled in 
the West End, the energetic 
brunette worked with the San 
Bernardino County Welfare 
Department in the Ontario of­ 
fice until her health deterio- 
rated.

HER 29 YEARS of business

tions and newspapers, seeking 
assistance. 
(Correspondence with Peg­ 
gy Adams, the General Mills 
representative and her phone 
calls to the company have 
also been extensive.* 
As a result of these con- j, 
tacts, Virginia was invited to 
appear on “ Tempo” television 
program on Channel 9 and 
her story was told by others. 
It was about March 1 that 
the Progress-Bulletin, through 
Action Line, joined the drive. 
Coupons began to arrive at 
the paper and at Mrs. Bostw­ 
ick’s home from all over the 
nation. They were collected 
by Cub Scouts, Brownies and 
Girl Scouts, Blue Birds and 
Camp Fire Girls. 
“ I learned that high school 
students are concerned about 
others,” 
Virginia 
reported, 
“ Their response was terrific. 
“ The coupons poured 
in

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Village Gets 


Freezer for 


Its Walrus 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I)- ln 
the Alaskan village of Sa­ 
voonga they smile wihen a vis­ 
itor tells that joke about sel­ 
ling iceboxes to the Eskimos. 
Then they show him the com­ 
munity freezer 
Imbedded in the frozen tun­ 
dra to insulate it from the 
summer sun, 
this 
unlikely 
s t r u c t u r e siores 109,000 
pounds of walrus meat. It has 
a capacity 
for 
twice 
that 
much. 
Savoonga is a small, stark 
place (population 400) on St. 
Lawrence Island in the north­ 
ern Bering Sea. Together with 
another tiny village 40 miles 
away, it is all the civilization 
there 
is on 
St. 
Lawrence 
—one of the westernmost in­ 
habited areas of the Aleutian 
Islands. 
Savoonga’s most important 
resource is the walrus. Wal­ 
ruses provide food and cloth­ 
ing. Their skins cover hunting 
boats. Their ivory is carved ( 
and sold. 
11 
For years the villagers lost i 
half of their annual catch 
from walrus hunts in spring 
and winter because of heat 
spoilage. 
Though 
Aleutian 
winters are fierce, with tem­ 
peratures dropping to 35 de­ 
grees below zero, 
summer 
months bring warmer tem­ 
peratures and a midnight sun 
that shines 20 hours a day. 
No Storage 


Without a proper storage 
facility, 
the people of 
Sa­ 
voonga could only stand by 
hopelessly as the summer sun 
destroyed up to $75,000 worth 
of their annual catch. Some­ 
times they had either to eat 
rotten meat or go hungry. 


In 1967 the Village Council 
sought help from Mrs. Gladys 
Musgrove, 
the 
government 
h o m e extension agent 
at 
Nome. She went to the Uni­ 
versity of Alaska’s Arctic En­ 
vironmental 
Engineering 
Laboratory, 
and asked the 
lab’s 
engineers 
to 
devise 
some way to store up the win­ 
ter cold and use it in warm 
months. 
The laboratory applied for 
research 
and 
construction 
funds from the U.S. Economic 
Development Administration’s 
Office of Technical Assistance 
and won a $157,862 grant in 
1968. Two years of study and 
design work followed. 
Excavation of the freezer 
site' began in August, 1970. 
Much of the work was done 
with picks and shovels by the 
villagers themselves. Heavy 
earth moving equipment is 
unknown in Savoonga and its 
people spent months of back­ 
breaking work digging away 
at the frozen, silty volcanic 
ash that serves as Arctic soil. 
S o m e t i m e s heavy rain 
flooded the site and froze be­ 
fore it could be drained off, 
leaving several feet of ice 
that had to be removed by 
hand. Snowstorms resulted in 
huge drifts that had to be 
shoveled away by hand. 
But construction continued 
into winter. In addition to the 
difficult soil and stormy Ar­ 
ctic climate, workers now had 
to contend with lack of day­ 
light. 


At last, their labors were 
rewarded. A few weeks ago, 
the Savoonga freezer went 
into operation and began ac­ 
cepting walrus meat taken 
during this spring’s hunt. 
T h o u g h the construction 
was a cooperative venture of 
the University of Alaska and 
the village, credit for the ing­ 
enious design of the refrigera­ 
tion unit goes to Philip John­ 
son, an environmental engi­ 
neer for the university. 


Wooden Tank 
Johnson's team came up 
with the idea of a sophisti­ 
cated heatsink refrigeration 
system that uses frozen brine 
to store up refrigeration ca- 
p a c i t y during the winter 
months for use the following 
summer. 


The Savoonga freezer con­ 
sists of a large wooden tank 
about 55 feet in diameter and 
12 feet high, which contains 
brine (salt-saturated water) 
and is partially buried in the 
ground 
Thermal convection 
loops for heat transfer and 
freezing of the brine extend 
through the roof of the struc­ 
ture. An elevated entry keeps 
warm summer air out. Bins 
above the brine store the fro­ 
zen meat.

Indy Left Its Mark 


MT. POCONO, Pa. (U P I)— 
Mark Donohue, stung by a 
loss at the Indianapolis 500 af­ 
ter leading with a record set­ 
ting pace, 
battled his way 
past Joe Leonard 
15 miles 
from the finish Saturday to 
win the Inaugural Schaefer 
500 at Pocono International 
Raceway with a so-slow time 
of 138.649 mph. 
The 34-year old engineer 
from Media Pa., jumped off 
from the pole position, threa­ 
tening to run away from the 
field, just as he had at In­ 
dianapolis. 
But 
before 
the 
race was over he had to 
battle his way from behind 
five times. 
Leading just 25 miles from 
the end, Donohue almost had 
his bid for victory frustrated 
again. Leonard, a 28-year old 
veteran, ripped past on the 
rough No. 2 turn when Do­ 
nohue 
momentarily 
slowed 
down to avoid the bumps on 
the new $6 million track. 
However, four laps later, 
Donohue 
wheeled 
back 
in 
front and held on for his first 
United States Auto Club victo­ 
ry after a successful career 
in road racing. Leonard fi­ 
nished just 1.62 seconds be­ 
hind. 
A.J. Foyt, five time USAC 
champion and three-time win­ 
ner at Indy, was third, racing 
on the sama lap as Donohue 
and Leonard. Mario Andretti 
was fourth, followed by Bill 
Vukovich, Gary Bettenhausen 
J o h n n y Rutherford, Floyd 
Ruby, Bobby Unser and Steve 
Krisiloff. 
“ It doesn't make up for In­ 
dianapolis,” 
said 
Donohue, 
who receives about $90,000, 
including the purse accessory 
and lap money, “ but it comes 
a long way. Our car was 
completely wiped out after I 
had to park it at Indianapolis 
and Roger Penske put this 
one together in two weeks so 
I ’d have to say it’s satis­ 
fying.” 
After each of the four man­ 
datory pit stops, Donohue was 
forced 
to 
twist 
his 
way 
through the tightly bunched 
field 
with 
his 
pace 
also 
slowed by eight caution flags. 
It became a thread-tight 
race almost to the finish, with 
Donohue, Bobby Unser, Foyt 
and Leonard dogging each 


other around 
the 
2.5 mile 
track, less than 20 seconds 
separating them. 
Leonard lost precious times 
in 
the pits, getting a black 
flag to make a hasty repair 
after ripping away from the 
pits too quickly with part of a 
fuel hose still dangling from 
his tank, and 
then 
having 
trouble again in the pits when 
he hit the accelerator while 
his Ford Colt was still on its 
jacks. 
It appeared on the 154th 
lap, after fighting his way 
through the field following his 


fourth and last pit stop, that 
Donohue 
seemed 
to 
have 
wrapped up the victory, espe­ 
cially when 
Bobby 
Unser’s 
second 
place 
Ford 
Eagle 
crawled slowly off the track 
twice after a tangle with Art 
Pollard. 
However, victory was al­ 
most snatched 
away again 
with Leonard’s last charge. 
Although more than 100,000 
people had been 
predicted, 
the race was watched by only 
60,000. 
The 
bumpy 
new 
Pocono 
track did not take the toll 


that was expected of it, as of 
33 starters, 15 cars finished, 
more than were left in this 
year’s 
Indianapolis 
or 
the 
inaugural 
California 500 at 
Ontario, Calif., last year.

ny Allison, who left imme­ 


diately after the race with 


Foyt to drive in the Firecra­ 


cker 400 on Sunday at Day­ 
tona Beach, Fla. and rookie 
John Mahler had the closest 
brushes with both of them hit­ 
ting the wall on the first turn, 
but neither was hurt.

Mortgage

have declined sharply from 
the record levels that pre­ 
vailed last yeas.

There seems 
to be little chance of a break 
in the steady increase in the 
cost of houses. 
National Property Outlook, 
a real estate market news­ 
letter, recently commented: 
“ Families planning to pur­ 
chase a home thiaf year will 
do better this spring and sum­ 
mer than they will in the fall 
when several) factors may 
produce higher prices.” 
The newsletter 
predicted 
the cost of a new house would 
increase 8 per cent by the 
end of the year. It cited ris­ 
ing wage and material costs 
as the primary reason. 


More Electricity Needed 
Next 10 Years in State 


LOS ANGELES - The pro­ 
jected energy requirements 
for California are expected to 
double in the next 10 years, 
according to a summary re­ 
port issued by the California 
Public Utilities Commission. 
The report on electric util­ 
ity loads and resources is the 
first to be filed under the 
PUC’s General Order 131, 
which requires a 10-year fore­ 
cast of loads and resources 
for the state. It summarizes 
forecasts made by California 
electric utilities — private 
and public. 
Data furnished by Pacific 
Gas and Electric, Southern 
California Edison, I os Ang­ 
eles Department of Water and 
Power and San Diego Gas 
and Electric, reveals that the 
peak firm demand will in­ 
crease by more than 90 per 
cent in the next decade. The 
projected increase is from 
25,768 megawatts in 1971 to 
48,905 megawatts in 1980. This 
represents a iy2 per cent 
compound rate of growth. 
In terms of kilowatt hours, 
the report said, California 
energy requirements will go 
from 148.4 billion kwhr in 1971 
to approximately 284.1 billion 
kwhr in 1980. The state’s 
energy requirements have in­ 
creased at an annual com­ 
pounding rate of 8.5 per cent 
since 1946. 
Commenting on the esti­ 
mates prepared by the uti­ 
lities, the report notes that 
these were prepared during 
1970. Later data now avail­ 
able to the commission indi­ 
cates that new long-term fore­ 
casts will be slightly lower. 
The factors leading to some 
reduction are the downturn in 
economic progress and the 
decrease in net population in 
migration, 
particularly 
in 
Southern California. 
Based on existing gener- 
a t i n g capability and on 
planned and scheduled addi­ 
tions to electrical generation 
plants, the PUC report noted 
“ that over half of the in­ 
crease in planned and sched­ 
uled generation for the first 
half of the 70’s is in nuclear 
plants and from imports of 
c o a l-fired generation from 
o u t s i d e the state. Load 
growth in the latter half of 
the decade will be met princi­ 
pally with added nuclear gen­ 
eration.” 
Factors contributing to the 
increase in importation of 
electrical energy from out-of- 
state and increases in nucler 
power, the report said, “are 
problems imposed by pollu­ 
tion in high density areas and 
the decrease in natural gas 
supply and the difficulty of 
obtaining low-sulfur fuel oil.” 
The PUC report indicated 
that utilities have already ex­ 
perienced delays in installing 
generating units as a result of 
having difficulty in securing 
necessary approval from vari­ 
ous governmental agencies. 
It was pointed out that Sou- 
tem California Edison’s Hun­ 
tington Beach units Nos. 6 
and 7, each with 970 mega­ 
watt capacity, scheduled for 
operation June 1, 1974 and 
June 1, 1975, respectively, 
were annulled May 26 by a 
Supreme Court decision on 
appeal by the Orange County 
Air Pollution Control District 
of the PUC’s decision grant­ 


ing certification. 
Delays due to construction 
problems have occurred in 
the operating dates of Mo­ 
have No. 1 and No. 2. These 
generating units which were 
scheduled for operation Feb. 
1, 1971 and Aug. 1, 1971 have 
been rescheduled to April 1, 
and Oct. 1, 1971. 
The PG and E ’s Diablo 
Canyon nuclear plants No. 1 
and No. 2, each with 1,060 
MW capacity, scheduled for 
operations Nov. 1, 1973 and 
Nov. 1, 1974, have been post­ 
poned seven months due to 
delays in construction. 
These delays compounded 
by shortages of natural gas 
and difficulties in procure­ 
ment of low-sulfur oil could 
result in possible erosion of 
favorable margins in the lat­ 
ter half of the 70’s, the PUC 
report stated. 
“The importance of ade­ 
quate reserves is made evi­ 
dent by deficiencies which 
have resulted in black-outs

Investing 
A Look at 
Fannie Mae 


By Roger E, Spear 


Q—1 would appreciate any information you can give me on 
Federal National Mortgage Association.—R.R. 
A—Until May of 1970, Federal National Mortgage Association 
(also known as Fannie Mae) was controlled by andi operated 
as a unit of the federal government. At that time, however, 
conversion to private status was completed and control passed 
to Fannie Mae’s stockholders, with the government retaining a 
voice in operations. The company operates a secondary market 
in FHA and VA insured mortgages, using borrowed funds to 
provide this supplemental assistance. 
Earnings declined sharply in 1970 as the housing sector lay 
dormant and interest rates peaked. Interest rates significantly 
influence Fannie Mae’s earnings in that these affect 1) the 
yield on mortgages purchased by Fannie Mae, and 2) the 
interest costs of long term and short term debt required by 
Fannie Mae to pay for these purchases. Thus, it is the spread 
between income on mortgages purchased and interest costs on 
debt which is the key to profitability for FNMA. 
As interest rates moved lower and the housing sector im­ 
proved, Fannie Mae reaped the benefits. Reflecting this, total 
revenues rose 34 percent in the first period of 1971 ended 
March, while net income vaulted from 1 cent to 53 cents a 
share. This trend continued through April. 
Stock has been weak recently, reflecting the rise in short­ 
term interest rates. However, management has reduced, to a 
considerable degree, dependence on shor.t-term rates by leng­ 
thening the maturity of its debt. The average maturity has 
been increased from 20 months at the end of 1970 to 34 months 
currently; short-term Liabilities were down from 50 cents of 
the total debt to 42.5 percent. 
Fannie Mae shares, until recently, were traded on a low 
margin requirement of 25 percent which attracted a heavy 
following among traders and speculators and increased volatil­ 
ity. However, this was lessened in April when the stock ex­ 
change raised the margin requirements to 65 percent. Shares 
are of interest primarily to the aggressive investor.

b o t t l e washer, the “lib” 
movement, if it gains momen­ 
tum, could force major shifts 
in the battle for the consumer 
dollar. 
Consider the dilemma of to­ 
day’s marketing expert. For 
years he bought and sold in 
the secure knowledge 
that 
husbands, in the main, were 
the somewhat drab providers; 
wives were the soft, 
gla­ 
morous, home-oriented family 


units controlling the purse 
strings. Now that Unisex ad­ 
vocates want to erase these 
stereotypes it’s a whole new 
marketing ball game. 
With dungarees, capes and 
s l a c k s accepted uniforms 
among 
Unisexers, 
clothiers 
will have to come up with 
stylings which avoids the ste­ 
reotype. 
With more husbands doing 
the shopping while the “libe­ 
rated” wife is out helping 
bring home the income bacon, 
supermarkets will have to ad­ 
just to the male hand that 
steers the shopping cart. 
With more husbands shar­ 
ing “hot stoves” and “baw­ 
ling kids,” they can’t be ex­ 
pected also to mow lawns and 
shovel icy sidewalks. Neither 
can the working wife, no mat- 


ter how strongly her “lib” 
feeling. So there could be an 
upsurge in demand for com­ 
panies offering such services. 
W i t h women demanding 
more cultural freedoms — li- 
b r a r i e s , theaters, concert 
h a l l s , lecture halls—many 
may be moving back to the 
central city and away from 
the bucolic quiet of the su­ 
burbs. What, then, happens to 
the department stores that 
followed them into the su­ 
burbs? 
The greatest beneficiary of 
the movement so far seems to 
be the publishing business.

The impact also has been 
felt in magazine publishing. A 
quarterly, “Women: A Jour­ 
nal of Liberation,” features 
lengthy articles on such the­ 
mes as women in the arts 
and women in history. Ano­ 
ther, “Up From Under,” is 
aimed at working class wom­ 
en and publishes articles on 
such m atters as labor-union 
policies toward women. The 
more moderate “ Broadside” 


provides female oriented re­ 
views of the arts for a middle 
class audience.

China's Capital, China's 
Wealth: China's Millions' 


EDITOR’S NOTE-The au­ 
thor is a freelance Scottish 
cameraman who spent some 
weeks in the Peoples Repub­ 
lic of China recently filming 
for British and American tele­ 
vision. He was able to visit 
more areas of China than any 
other journalist to date.

PEKING (NEA) - I had a 
sore throat in China. They 
cured it by sticking a needle 
in my hand. 
Fantastic? Yes—-to us, but 
not to the Chinese. In China, 
everything is different. To try 
to understand what is going 
on there, you have to forget 
everything you ever learned 
about human nature. Because 
the 
Chinese 
are 
changing 
that, too. 
I went to China to make a 
documentary film on every­ 
day life. I came out three 
weeks later, having seen a 
way of life which resembled 
nothing I had seen in 17 other 
countries I visited. 
One fact alone makes China 
extraordinary—its 700 million 
people. Just providing food, 
clothes and homes for all of 
them is a colossal task. 
No Comparisons 
Don’t go to China making 
comparisons 
with 
Phoenix, 
Passaic or Peoria. It’s human 
to do so but China cannot be 
c o m p a r e d with anywhere 
else. 
Most of what we think we 
know about China is either 
myth or out of date. 
The Communist revolution 
smashed the old society. Mao 
Tse-tung’s cultural revolution 
smashed the new society, af­ 
ter only 20 years. 
The cultural revolution was 
fundamental. Mao, who made 
China a Communist country 
and who had got rid of man­ 
darins and beggars, starva­ 
tion and foreign bankers, saw 
his new China developing like 
e v e r y other state. Office 
workers, teachers, civil serv­ 
ants, doctors and engineers 
looked down on garbagemen, 
clerks, street sweepers, labo­ 
rers and machine minders. 
Mao saw a Communist party 
elite developing, plus a big 
bureaucracy, 
all 
mouthing 
s l o g a n s without applying 
them to life and piling up pa­ 
perwork unrelated to produc­ 
ing the goods.

The thought of 700 mil­ 
lion industrious Chinese work­ 
ing calmly away for six days 
every week, nonstop, trans­ 
forming 
this 
huge 
country 
which has deserts as well as 
rice paddies, and in the pro­ 
cess transformng themselves 
i as well. 
All is Possible 
The aim of education, for 
example, is to make children 
feel that there is no problem 
that cannot be 
solved—and 
also that no job is so menial 
that someone else ought to do 
it. He doesn’t have to pass 
exams. This, they say, might 
“ambush’’the child. 
At the age of 12, Chinese 
children start physical labor 
in addition to their classroom 
lessons. They learn how to 
grow food in the school gar­ 
den and how to make tools n 
the school workshop. And it 
isn’t 
“ let’s 
pretend’’ 
stuff. 
They grow rice and vege­ 
tables, keep their own chi­ 
ckens and make real things 
for sale. 
T h i s practical education 
goes on all through life, ex­ 
cept that after school years it 
becomes re-education. 
Near Peking I found the 
head of a Peking departm ent 
store who was being “ remo­ 
deled.”

He had been plucked out of 
his departm ent store to learn 
what it is like to get one’s 
hands dirty doing a dirty job.

But while everyone works, 
no one rushes. Work is done 
at a leisurely pace. I never

hand. I never once saw any­ 
one who 
looked exhausted. 
They take their time, but they 
get things done.

The sense of being a mem­ 
ber of a community is very 
strong in China. People help 
each other, and they don’t 
have to be told to so so. 
I was on a plane flying 
from

Shanghai 
when the pilot was radioed 
that he would have to make a 
stop in Hangchow because the 
w e a t h e r 
was

I got my sore throat in Ye- 
nan.

I saw something else. In a 
Shanghai hospital was an 11-

The 
hospital stuck needles in his 
thigh and ankle. Now he can 
walk—stiffly, but he walks. 
Some W estern doctors say 
acupuncture is baloney. But to 
the Chinese, who often inject 
herbal medicine at the points 
a f t e r the needjes a r e with­ 
draw n, the treatm ent is part 
of their traditional medicine, 
centuries old.

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Elizabeth M ontgomery’s long-running Be­ 
witched series on A BC has been a love story 
in at least three ways. 
T o begin with, it allows her to work with 
her husband, William Asher, who produces 
the series and directs many of the episodes. 
Secondly, it tells the story of the love that 
exists between the lovely witch Sam antha 
(Elizabeth) and her mortal husband, Darrin 
Stephens (Dick Sargent). 
And, thirdly, despite Elizabeth’s initial mis­ 
givings about doing a TV series at all, she 
loves working on Bewitched. 
"The funny thing is that 1 never wanted 
to do a series,” Elizabeth explained recently. 
"N ot for fear of being overexposed, but for 
fear of being bored. Instead, I ’ve loved every 
minute of it. I’ve never regretted it and I ’ve 
certainly never been bored. 
“Oh, there are times when the answering 
service calls at 5 a.m. and I do n ’t really feel 
like saying a cheery good morning. But other 
than that it’s been wonderful.” 
A major reward of the series’ long run on 
TV (it enters its eighth season on ABC 
W ednesday, Sept. 15, 8-8:30 PM ) has been

from now 1 11 be an antique.” 
This season, Europe will be the localefo, 
about six io eight episodes of the series. It 
like the Salem trip, the European segment 
will be filmed in Hollywood. 
"The stories will take our cast membc 
to Paris, Rome, London, Ireland and See 
land,” Bill explained. "The decision to filr 
them here instead of Europe is an obviou 
one. No producer today can morally affor 
to take his show out of Hollywood hecauk 
of the employment crisis. W e’ve got to ca 
on all our ingenuity to keep as much produc 
tion as possible at home. 
"Salem was an entirely different matter, 
he added, "because we were able to brinj 
the entire Hollywood crew 
with us. Wt 
couldn't do that if we went to Europe anc 
the show refuses to interrupt the continuir 
of employment of Bew itched crew members 
Most of them have been with us since the 
first year." 
Bewitched, therefore, will work its magic 
on Europe by long distance, and the cor 
tinent may never be the same. 
In Paris, Darrin will somehow be left 


hanging from the Eiffel Tower. In Rome, the 
famous statue of Aphrodite will be brought 
to life. In Pisa, the city’s famous leaning 
tower may be straightened. T h a t’s just a sam­ 
ple of the possible storylines. W hat may hap­ 
pen to England, Scotland and Ireland prob­ 
ably should be left to one's imagination. 
"It would be cheaper to produce the epi­ 
sodes, basing our operations in London, than 
it would he to m anufacture matching back­ 
grounds here in Southern California," Bill 
conceded. "But we are sure we can create 
the same European atm osphere by the use 
of stock footage, rear projection and skillful 
set design that we could if we went to the 
actual locations." 
I he producer and his staff have scouted 
locations within a three-hour radius of Holly­ 
wood and are convinced that their home area 
can provide all the backgrounds they need. 
‘ After all,” he added with a smile,’ ad 
these years Sam antha and D arrin have sup­ 
posedly lived in W estport, Conn., a back­ 
ground w e’ve been successfully creating h^re 
in Hollywood lor the past seven years." 


the gradual broadening of its audience, ac­ 
cording to Miss Montgomery. 
"It’s interesting, I think, how our show’s 
audiences have grown through the years,” 
she explained. "W e started out with the little 
kids and grown-ups. Now, suddenly, the 
teenagers have discovered us.” 
‘‘W e’ve discovered that the teenagers like 
the show because they pick up the subtleties. 
They love the humor, but they also dig the 
message. 
“Also, minority groups are hip to what we 
have to say.

Lee M ajors has displayed an am azing ability to start at the 
top of the ladder and, unlike many who have been that lucky, 
stay in that choice position. 
He is at the sum m it of his television career as Roy Tate, 
one of the revolving stars of Universal’s The Men From Shiloh. 
He is in good company, sharing the 90 minutes with Doug 
McClure, Jam es Drury and Stewart Granger. 
A half dozen years ago, Lee Majors had never worked as 
a professional actor. He was a playground supervisor for the 


Los Angeles Parks Department and interested in acting m a in ­ 
ly because Jam es Dean had been a childhood hero. 
He had met D ean’s former agent, who steered him to drama 
coach Estelle Harm on and six months with the M G M drama 
school. Then came The 3 ig Valley, for which the producers 
needed a virile young lead to co-star with Barbara Stanwyck, 
Peter Breck and Richard Long. Majors was tested for the part 
and immediately hired. The series ran for four years over ABC- 
TV and Majors enjoyed immediate popularity with the fans. 
In his first motion picture role, Lee co-starred with Charlton 
Heston in “Will Penny.” Before starting to film his role in The 
Men From Shiloh, he starred in “The Liberation of L.B. Jones” 
and “Weekend of Terror,” the latter an ABC-TV Movie of the 
Week. 
The six-foot, 175-pound, blond actor was born in W yan­ 
dotte, a suburb of Detroit, and grew up in Middleboro, K e n ­ 
tucky, where relatives, who adopted him after his parents 
died, lived. 
He was a star athlete and a member of the Kentucky All- 
State football team. An athletic scholarship took him to the 
University of Indiana, but a gridiron injury during his first 
year kept him out of competition for three years. He tran s­ 
ferred to Eastern Kentucky State College for his senior year 
and graduated as a teacher. H is football playing during this 
last year brought him to the attention of the St. Louis C ard i­ 
nals and he received an offer from that National League team. 
Majors opted, instead, to try Hollywood. 
Lee now lives in a canyon home near the beach at Malibu 
where he has three horses and six dogs. In his spare time, he 
sings, plays guitar and writes songs.

trum peter, who is music director 
for the late-night entertainm ent 
series. 


His colorful (and extensive) 
w ardrobe is the result of D oc’s 
initial adm iration for eye-catch­ 
ing shirts and ties. Unwilling to 
appear on television dressed like 
a gray wren, Doc began scouting 
the far-out shops in New York 
City for neckties which would 
bring forth some com ic com ­ 
mentary from Johnny Carson. In 
time, the ties and shirts were 
augm ented by “m o d ” slacks and, 
later, by suits of outlandish cut. 


Doc says: “ I like to wear som e­ 
thing different every night and I 
d o n ’t care if it is W estern style, 
or Indian or Russian . . . just 
so it’s something you don't sec 
around every corner.” 


He doesn’t have to 
worry. 
M ost men, particularly in M a n ­ 
hattan, look at, but d o n ’t buy 
multi-colored boots or a pullover 
laced in brown leather, am ong 
other advanced fashions which 
the trum peter wears. 


H unting for D oc’s wardrobe 
has become a big adventure for 
the owner of a shop in M a n h at­ 
tan's Greenwich Village called 
“The O utlook,” who prides him ­ 
self on his ability to turn up 
some of D oc’s wilder w ardrobe 
items. W hen something comes along which the shopkeeper thinks is 
for Doc, a quick phone call is made, advising the orchestra leader 
that an interesting item has hit the shelves. 
D oc’s wife Evonne, his manager, or Doc himself will run down to 
the Village to see if it is a winner. M ost of the items are. On days 
when he returns to the N BC studios at Rockefeller C enter burdened 
with packages, Doc is like a prospector who has made a particularly 
rich strike. The Severinsen morale soars. In California, a friend, Mike 
Bain, scouts the Los Angeles shops for new wardrobe additions when 
the Tonight show originates at NBC studios in Burbank. 
Searching for new and different clothes takes time, Doc admits, but 
it’s become necessary. Doc says: “W hen I travel around the country, 
people become disappointed if I d o n ’t get off a plane wearing these 
wild clothes. T he few times I wore a conservative outfit, their faces 
fell and they were like disappointed kids. Believe me, it’s gotten so 
the w ardrobe is a very im portant part of the picture." 
Several years ago, Doc had two publicity photos— one with a smile 
and one without, but both with trumpet. There have been some 
changes— all sartorial— since then. The fans like the new styles and 
so do newspaper photographers who cover D oc’s arrivals and d e­ 
partures as well as his concerts. “ Best of all,” says Doc, “I get a big 
kick out of the clothes, too. I w ouldn’t wear them if I d id n ’t.”

Until I became Miss America last 
year, 1 never had a chance to travel 
much. Of course I know that Texans 
are supposed to be big braggers, but 
honestly, 1 hardly knew that there was 
any other state! But now that I’ve had 
an opportunity to see our country, 
east to west and north to south, and 
an opportunity to observe so many dif­ 
ferent people and occupations, I’ve 
learned to love it more than ever. 
Why? 
First of all, because I think Ameri­ 
cans have a sense of humor. I like to 
kid people, and with rare exceptions, 
they don’t mind. I found that Ameri­ 
cans usually respond pretty much in 
kind. The way you behave is the way 
they react. If one shows interest in

Their Mental Health’’ By Arthur Weider, Ph. D. 


“I am convinced that children to­ 
day would be better off if they 
played more. Not only would they 
enjoy their childhood more, but, 
in my opinion, they would be bet­ 
ter able to cope with the complex­ 
ities of modern life." 


Let me share with you both a pro­ 
fessional and a personal anguish—an 
anguish caused by a busy private prac­ 
tice devoted to the psychological prob­ 
lems of troubled children. Children 
who, among other things, gripe about 
their parents; and parents who, in turn, 


throw up their hands in despair because 
they wonder “where did we go wrongT 
A typical day in the life of a psy­ 
chologist is a sad thing. From morning 
till night, there is an endless ballad of 
troubles. Inadequacies and frustrations 
fill my room; deep-rooted problems 
with serious consequences fill my mind. 
And all this leads me to an unavoid­ 
able conclusion: psychologists and psy­ 
chiatrists should focus less of their time, 
energy and expertise upon therapy and 
a great deal more upon prevention. 
What do I mean by prevention? Well, 
in the case of children, I think of play 
activities. Play is to children what liv­ 
ing and working is to adults. Who does 
not remember with fond nostalgia the

free-play activities of their youth— 
racing around the block or hiding be­ 
hind a tree in an exciting game of hide- 
and-seek; playing soft-ball in the school 
yard, a game of jacks, or just playing 
one of those solitary outdoor games like 
not stepping on sidewalk cracks? I am 
convinced 
that our 
children 
today 
would be better off if they played more 
of these games. Not only would they 
enjoy their childhood more, but, in my 
opinion, they would be better able to 
cope with the complexities of modern 
life later. 
Imagine with me, if you will, a Sat­ 
urday afternoon in any American sub­ 
urb. The grandstands are packed with 
“rooters” who have come to witness 
their sons triumph according to rules 
similar to those used in professional 
baseball. 
An 11 -year-old hits a fly ball out to 
center field where a 10-year-old drops 
it in the blinding sun. The fielder, after 
fumbling, throws it to his second base­ 
man who tags the hitter. The umpire— 
a grownup, playing umpire with all 
good intentions—calls the hitter 
out 
as he slides into second. Dejected by 
this “unfair” decision, the team at bat 
now walks out to take the field. Vi­ 
gnette closed. 
Meanwhile, at a neighboring field, a 
bunch of kids who have “chosen up 
sides” for a pick-up baseball game, sans 
umpire, uniforms, spectators, are in­ 
volved in their game. Again, an 11-year- 
old belts out a ball which is dropped 
by a 10-year old; the kid rounds first 
base, heads for second, slides, and is 
tagged by the second baseman. The 
fielder swears he "got” his man, the hit­ 
ter swears he was safe! An argument 
ensues, a brawl maybe, and both teams 
become deeply involved. What is really 
happening is that two dozen kids are 
resolving a conflict; they are experienc­ 
ing, on their own, the difficulty and the 
satisfaction of working out a problem. 
And when this kind of experience is 
reinforced day after day, week after 
week, the result is children who are on 
their way to gaining maturity for them­ 
selves— unencumbered 
by 
grown-up 
pressures, values or goals. 
And this is why I think free-play is 
good prevention against the psychologi 
cal problems tormenting many kids to­ 
day. When a child is allowed to play 
without adult supervision, he is allowed 
to express his personality; he can re­ 
lease the feelings and attitudes that 
have been pushing to get out in the 
open. Free-play affords the child tht 
opportunity to “play out” his feeling and 
resolve frustrations just as the individ­ 
ual adult “talks out” his difficulties. 
The spin-off values of free-play are, 
I think, numerous. Consider: 
Free-play encourages the develop­ 


ment of self-reliance. Each child needs 
to prove himself and to experience suc­ 
cess at some game or activity. Having 
discovered an area of excellence, be it 
alone or in concert with peers, the child 
has a sense of fulfillment. He has done 
something on his own. Development of 
this kind of self-reliance in early years 
is necessary in order to feel comfortable 
with others later, and free-play is the 
developing ground that helps make this 
possible. 
Free-play inspires respect for the 
individual. The respect for self which 
free-play engenders is the basis for re­ 
spect of the individual. We encourage 
healthy, 
positive 
self-fulfillment 
for 
others if we experience early success 
for ourselves as children. 
Free-play offers abundant opportu­ 
nity and experience for social inter­ 
action and adjustment. Group proc­ 
esses such as sharing, team play, and 
camaraderie have their beginnings in 
children’s play. This is where the child 
learns to share and to submerge his 
personality to that of the group. Such 
opportunities for understanding and re­ 
lationships are rarely satisfied in the 
home or schoolroom because there are 
too many restraints. But there is no bet­ 
ter way to get acquainted with otbe*- 
people than through play, trom which 
lasting friendships frequently develop. 
Free-play is a training ground for 
coping with competition. The develop­ 
ment of a successful “keep trying” at­ 
titude is essential for emotional survival 
in an America which daily confronts 
its citizens with competitive situations. 
“If at first you do not succeed, try, try, 
again . . .” Where has this adage gone? 
The present generation is growing up 
without ever having heard these wise 
words. Nonetheless, it is as true today 
as it was yesteryear. Free-play affords 
the child with an opportunity for try­ 
ing, for experiencing failure, and for 
trying again— and it is this that spcils 
the difference between a perpetual loser 
and a frequent winner. ♦

Bicycling: 
What It Can Do 
For You 


By Marjorie Hope 


“In less than a year, Jim’s weight dropped fiom 195 to 162 and his 
blood pressure became normal . .. and I feel like a girl in her 20s” 


In the past few months, l*ve been 
telling my husband Jim that I’m going 
to start a Mother's Liberation Move­ 
ment, It's about time women ceased 
their 16-hour-a-day job as chauf­ 
feur to children and spouse. With a 
program ot "one bicycle for every 
member of the family,” mothers can 
be emancipated from their servant 
status. 
Jim retorts that hiking has liber­ 
ated him, too. (At 51. he has finally 
become accustomed to friends who 
ask him incredulously, “ You bike to 
work?” ) It saves his nerves, money 
and even time. More important, it 
has helped bring down his blood 
pressure, strengthen his heart and 
improve his general health. 
From a broader point of view, 
giving up our automobile in favor 
of cycling and public transportation 
represents our own ecology action 
project. It’s not going to solve the 
environmental crisis, of course, but 
it is a step in the right direction. 
Two years ago, Jim was sweating 
through traffic en route to his busi­ 
ness in a town 20 miles from New 
York, developing a bulge, downing 
two or three Martinis before din­ 
ner and suffering from a serious 
case of high blood pressure. When 
a doctor prescribed exercise, Jim 
decided 
to try 
bicycling— and 
I 
followed suit. 
Ihe following Sunday we set out 
on a 10-mile jaunt around a local 
park. It was not long before we dis­ 
covered we were not alone. Ih e 
park s bridle paths and roads were 
tilled 
with 
cyclists: 
teen-agers, 
oldsters and family groups. 
We began talking to families rest­ 
ing on the grass. 
Biking’s brought 
us closer together,” said a father of 
tour. 
We take short trips every 
weekend, and have so many adven­ 
tures that talk around the dinner ta­ 
ble gets really lively.” 


I rankly," confided one mother, 
when our two teen-agers asked for 


the car, we worried a great deal. Now 
they’ve joined a cycling club, pedal 
to school and actually prefer bikes 
to cars.” 
In the following months, we de­ 
cided to begin biking to work. Today 
Jim rides between 10 and 20 miles 
a day, while I cover up to 15. At 
first, biking in the rain was un­ 
pleasant. Now we've discovered that 
once you’re wet, you’re wet— and it 
only takes a few minutes to dry out. 
Last December, to our enormous 
surprise, we found that, properly 
clothed, we could enjoy pedaling even 
at the nippy temperature of five de­ 
grees above zero. For the first time in 
years, neither of us had a single cold 
all winter. 
Moving at the easy pace of 10 
m.p.h., one can use up over a 1,000 
calories an hour, we had been told. 
Jim can testify to that. In less than 
a year, his weight dropped from 195 
pounds to 162 and his blood pres­ 
sure became normal. As for me— 
I’m past 40, but I feel like a girl in 
her 20’s again. 
Partly as a result of the concern 
over pollution, America has been 
enjoying a "bike boom,” especially 
among adults. Cycling enthusiasts all 
cite the same satisfactions and ad­ 
vantages Jim and I have discovered: 
economy, speed, health and pure en­ 
joyment. Consider: 
We figure that we save at least 
$1,200 a year by using bicycles and 
public transportation. The average 
speed made by cyclists in rush-hour 
traffic is almost 10 m.p.h. Biking also 
saves time by providing natural exer­ 
cise in the normal course of daily 
activities. 
According to the famous cardi­ 
ologist Paul 
Dudley White (who 
still rides a bike— at the age of 84): 
"Cycling aids the nerves by improv­ 
ing sleep. . . . It aids weight con­ 
trol and digestion and stimulates 
the circulation. I ’d like to put every­ 
body on bicycles.” ♦

Science has made some fascinating 
discoveries about anger which may 
serve you in good stead the next time 
you get hot under the collar. This 
true-false quiz lets you in on them.

Psychological studies on an­ 
ger have shown that, instead of “clear­ 
ing the air,* such confrontations are 
likely to make both people mad and 
serve little purpose except to make 
the parties’ differences even harder to 
reconcile. 
2. / alse. Psychiatric studies show that 
when anger is bottled up for a long 
period it is apt— when finally released 
— to express itself in dangerous and 
violent form, ultimately erupting in a 
surge ot passion “culminating in the 
unleashing of intense destructive rage.” 
3. Ealse. Studies have shown that 
drinking does not shorten a m an’s 
temper or make him more aggressive. 
What it can do is reduce his inhibi­ 


tions to the point where he expresses 
his anger in a destructive manner, 
such as in fisticuffs or violent lan­ 
guage. There is also another factor: 
he is aware of the fact that, when he 
has been drinking, he is likely to be 
excused for conduct which would be 
socially unacceptable if he were cold 
sober.

Ion fabric gives the boat its strength, and 
the neoprene provides a watertight seat 
Any inflatable made out of this material 
is virtually impossible to puncture. 


The other type of material widely used 
is vinyl. This is far cheaper, but is also 
easier to puncture. Still, provided that it 
is not of inferior quality, vinyl can with­ 
stand almost any treatment it receives, 
including that of whitewater. In addition, 
it is also easier to repair a vinyl inflatable. 


There are three basic types of boats 
being offered on the inflatable boat mar­ 
ket today: canoes, dinghies, speedboats. 
Of the first two, the canoes are more 
maneuverable and have more of the char­ 
acteristics of an actual boat. The ding­ 
hies, on the other hand, being almost 
round, generally hold a little more but

They are used as dinghies, as fishing 
boats - even for waterskiing.
